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OCK VALUATION OF IMPORTS 


T here is much to be said for the American valuation plan 
for the new tariff act, and certainly the one thing not to be said 
against it seriously is that high wage countries that owe us money 
will be presented by it from selling in our markets as against low 
wages countries that do not owe us: or that undebased exchange 
countries that owe us will suffer from it in our markets, as they 
now do under the present system’s penalty against them of heavier 
duties than are paid by the debased currency countries that do not 
owe us. 
i 
Great Britain owes us a war debt of billions of dollars; Ger­ 
many owes us none at all. 
With the German mark worth virtu 
ally nothing, and with German goods produced at a very much 
iowcr cost than similar British goods are produced, the duties 
paid by Germany are very much lower, and the American valua 
lion would be a distinct advantage to our British debtor as against 
that debtor’s highly competitive rival who is not our debtor, as 
each would pay the same duty under the proposed plan. 
Japan’s currency is not greatly debased, but of all the great 
powers Japan’s labor is on abouI the lowest wage basis. 
Japan, 
like Germany,-owes the United States no great w ar debt. France 
does. 
Japan’s low wage cost now gives her exporters a strong 
competitive advantage in our markets over the exporters of France 
with her higher wage costs. 
The present valuation exacts a less 
duty from Japan than from Fiance, because the home value, of the 
French article is higher than the home value of the Japanese 
article. The American valuation plan, on the contrary, taking ex­ 
actly the same duty in dollars from each, would tend to minimize 
Japan’s low wage competitive advantage against tho higher wage 
and higher duty paid by France. 
The fallacy of the argument of celt in free trade college pro­ 
fessed s, who claim that the American valuation plan is lik e ly to 
seriously affect the foreign trade of the United States and thus 
to diminish the chance that foreign countries will be able to pay 
their American debts, can Ik* seen from the examples given. Other 
foreign countries will be affected proportionately in the same 
manner. 
In view of the fact that there is no legal and practical way to 
have a differential tariff system that will equalize all the varying 
debased exchange and pauper wage costs of exports to this coun­ 
try, we know of no better solution than the proposed American 
valuation plan.

Mr. Daniels is either ignorant of both the Versailles treaty 
and the Conference treaties or he deliberately misrepresents them. 
It was not true that we could get out of the League of Nations 
Covenant in one year. The section on that subject provided that 
any nation could withdraw from the League after one year’s 
notice provided it had fulfilled all of its obligations at the time of 
the withdrawal, which must bt* one year later than the notice. 
There was no provision as to who should be the judge of whether 
a nation had fulfilled its obligations. 
The basic principle of the 
League being the use of force to coerce its member, the League 
would be the judge of what our obligations wen* and whether 
they woutd be fulfilled. 
There could be no withdrawal from the 
League except by consent of the League.
